SENIOR  CLASS  HISTORY 


EIGHTH  GRADE  (1953-54) 

On  September  8,  1953,  we  the  class  of  1958, 
climbed  the  steps  of  R.H.S.  for  the  first  time  and 
were  greeted  by  our  principal,  Robert  C.  Gibson. 
The  year  was  marked  by  our  adjusting  to  our  new 
life,  and  identified  with  us  was  our  loyalty  to  our 
school.  The  varsity  football  record  was  six  wins, 
three  losses,  and  one  tie;  and  the  varsity  basketball 
record  was  ten  wins  and  ten  losses.  We,  the  eighth 
graders,  were  seen  at  every  event  cheering  our 
school  - to  victory.  Our  class  was  represented  on 
the  S.C.A.  when  Jean  Arthur  was  elected  treasurer. 
As  we  finished,  our  eighth  grade  year  we  unlocked 
the  gate  to  success,  and  now  we  had  four  years  in 
which  we  could  try  to  push  it  open. 

FRESHMAN  (1954-55) 

We  began  our  Freshman  year  feeling  that  we 
now  were  a part  of  the  school.  At  the  end  of  our 
eighth  grade  year,  we  had  elected  Jimmie  John- 
son, .Janet  T.nvern,  and  Peggy  Crabtree  as  our 
Freshman  Class  Officers.  During  the  football  sea- 
son which  placed  the  Radford  Hi  Bobcats  among 
the  undefeated,  we  celebrated  Homecoming,  and 
our  class  sponsored  Patty  Bird,  Peggy  Crabtree, 
and  Alice  Ratcliffe  on  the  Homecoming  Court. 
Our  basketball  season  was  not  so  successful,  be- 
cause we  only  won  seven  games  and  lost  eleven. 
At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  students  elected  Sharon 
Salyer  Secretary  of  the  S.C.A. 


SOPHOMORE  (1955-56) 

We  continued  to  push  forward  the  gate  when 
we  began  our  sophomore  year.  We  elected  Edward 
Shanklin.  Eddie  Williams  and  Alice  Ratcliffe  as 
our  class  officers  The  varsity  football  team  won 
five  games,  lost  two,  and  tied  two.  The  varsity 
basketball  team  won  fourteen  games,  losing  only 
six.  On  January  20,  the  Reverend  Bob  Richards, 
the  Olympic  Polevaulting  Champion,  spoke  to  us 
in  a special  assembly.  This  year  Radford  was 
host  to  the  All-State  Chorus.  Tony  Giesen,  Gene 
Gibson,  Grey  Bowles,  and  Bonnie  Furrow  were 
members  of  our  class  who  participated.  Bob  Miller 
was  cited  in  the  field  of  science  when  he  won  the 
Science  Fair.  We  felt  our  class  was  gaining 
memorable  recognition  when  Harriett  Shaner  and 
Pat  Davis  were  added  to  the  Cheerleading  Squad. 
Bill  Gemmill  was  chosen  Vice-President  of  the 
S.C.A.  The  gate  was  now  opened  half-way;  only 
two  years  remained  in  our  high  school  career. 

JUNIOR  (1956-57) 

We  had  come  a long  way  since  September, 
1953,  but  the  path  was  getting  rough  and  rocky. 
Posie  Amos,  Jimmie  Johnson,  C.  B.  Morgan,  and 
Peggy  Crabtree  were  elected  as  our  class  officers. 
Our  sports  record  was  a fairly  good  one.  The  var- 
sity football  team  won  six  games,  losing  only  four. 
The  varsity  basketball  team  won  twelve  games  and 
lost  seven.  Two  members  of  the  class  of  ’58  were 
elected  to  head  various  clubs.  Janet  Lovern  was

elected  President  of  the  Future  Teachers  of  Amer- 
ica, and  Nina  Robertson  was  elected  to  head  the 
Future  Homemakers  of  America.  This  year  our 
class  was  represented  on  the  Homecoming  Court 
by  Tenny  Mannon.  Pat  Davis,  and  Peggy  Crabtree. 
Tony  Giesen  and  Bonnie  Furrow  were  selected 
for  the  second  time  to  attend  All-State  Chorus; 
also  attending  were  Judy  McKay  and  Elizabeth 
Martin.  Anne  Hughes,  Shirlev  McCraw.  and  Helen 
Gibson  were  the  girls  from  our  class  selected  to 
fill  out  the  ’57-’58  Cheerleading  Squad.  Jon  Wyatt 
was  chosen  Drum  Major  of  the  Band.  On  May  3, 
we  were  hosts  to  the  Senior  Class  at  the  annual 
Junior-Senior  Prom.  “Ebbtide”  proved  to  be  a 
most  effective  theme.  Jerry  Hutton  defeated  Tony 
Giesen  and  Bill  Gemmill  in  the  campaign  for  the 
Presidency  of  the  S.C.A.  Mike  Graham  was  elected 
President  of  the  Student  Patrol.  Jean  Arthur,  Jon 
Wyatt,  Janet  Lovern  Robert  Wrenn,  and  Bill  De- 
Hart attendecT thesouthern  Interscholastic  Press 
Association  meeting  at  Washington  and  Lee  Uni- 
versity. Barbara  Kincer,  Robert  Wrenn,  and  Jim- 
my High  were  in  the  cast  of  “Love  Errant,”  win- 
ning a distinguished  rating  in  the  District  One-Act 
Play  Festival.  Guy  St.  Clair  won  a distinguished 
rating  in  the  District  Prose  Reading  Forensics. 

SENIOR  (1957-58) 

The  gate  to  success  is  almost  open  as  we  be- 
gin our  last  year  on  the  hill.  Preceding  the 
opening  of  school,  Harriett  Shaner  was  elected 
Attorney-General  of  Virginia  Girls’  State;  and 


Frank  Meador,  Mayor  of  Lee  City,  at  American 
Legion  Boys’  State.  Posie  Amos  was  once  again 
elected  to  head  our  class.  Edward  Shanklin,  £hlL- 
lev  McCraw_  and  C.  B.  Morgan  were  selected  as  the 
other  officers.  Our  principal  is  Mr.  Frank  E.  Flora, 
a little  man  in  the  eyes  of  some,  but  a giant  in 
ours.  In  the  field  of  sports,  our  varsity  football 
team  won  six,  lost  two  and  tied  one  game.  The 
varsity  basketball  record  was  six  wins  and  four- 
teen losses.  Posie  Amos  and  Peggy  Crabtree  reign- 
ed as  King  and  Queen  of  Homecoming.  Janet 
Lovern  was  the  recipient  of  the  D.A.R.  Good  Citi- 
zenship  Award;  and  Guy  St.  Clair  won  the  “I  Speak 
For  Democracy”  contest.  On  January  24,  another 
highlight  was  added  to  our  Senior  year.  Dr.  Ken- 
neth Wells,  President  of  the  Freedom  Foundation 
and  a member  of  the  President’s  Council  on  Phy- 
sical Fitness,  addressed  the  student  body  in  a 
special  assembly.  Bonnie  Sowers  was  recognized 
at  the  Sweetheart  Ball  as  having  earned  the  most 
points  in  the  G.A.A.  Other  girls  receiving  hon- 
orable mention  were  Carol  and  Carolene  Holliday, 
Tenny  Mannon,  Peggy  Crabtree,  Harriett  Shaner. 
and  SHirlpv  MnrvQw  six  membbrsi  of  bur  class 
attended  All-State  Chorus;  Tony  Giesen  and  Bon- 
nie Furrow  for  the  third  time,  Judy  McKay  and 
Elizabeth  Martin  for  the  second  time,  and  Anne 
Hughes  and  Guy  St.  Clair  for  the  first  time.  March 
the  first  was  another  highlight  of  the  year  for 
some  of  us.

The  Radford  High  School  Bobcats,  under  the 
leadership  of  Coach  Jimmy  Painter  and  Assistant 
Coach  Bobby  Howard,  gave  Radford  one  of  the  best 
football  seasons  to  date.  The  Bobcats  had  an  added 
advantage  this  year  over  previous  ones,  because  for 
the  first  time  there  was  a specific  cheering  section 
for  the  students.  Under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Sen- 
ior Class,  students  obtained  the  necessary  materials 
and  roped  off  a “Student  Section,”  thus  placing  the 
students  in  one  compact  group. 

The  Bobcats  took  the  opener  from  Narrows, 
19-7,  in  a real  surprise  game.  The  Radford  players 
crumbled  the  Green  Wave  line  as  they  got  possession 
of  the  ball  and  kept  it.  The  outstanding  feature  of 
this  game  was,  oddly  enough,  the  weather.  The 
third  and  fourth  quarters  were  played  in  a steady 
downpour,  and  the  Cats  had  real  trouble  holding 
on  to  the  ball. 

The  Shrine  Bowl  pitted  the  Bobcats  against  the 
Indians  from  Blacksburg  High,  and  the  Bobcats  led 
all  the  way.  The  Indians  were  scalped  25-0  to  give 
the  Bobcats  their  second  win. 

The  Bobcats  were  host  to  the  Irish  of  Roanoke 
Catholic  in  the  third  game  of  the  season,  and  again 
the  Cats  carried  the  ball  all  the  way.  Although  the 
Irish  tried  hard,  they  could  not  get  through  the 
Bobcat  line.  The  Irish  threatened  to  score  only  once, 
and  the  Bobcats  took  this  one,  36-0. 

The  fourth  game  placed  the  Cats  against  the 
Dukes  of  Dublin’s  Homecoming.  This  was  consid- 
ered by  many  to  be  the  best  game  of  the  season, 
for  the  Bobcats  fought  a hard  battle  that  night.  The 
Dukes  profited  by  the  Bobcat  fumbles  and  scored 
three  times.

The  Bulldogs  of  Martinsville  were  favored  to 
win  over  the  Bobcats  in  the  seventh  game  of  the 
1957  season.  The  Cats  threatened  to  score  a few 
times,  but  the  Bulldogs  had  complete  control  of  the 
game  from,  the  beginning.
